three ‘parishes. The result 
was that the population of 
the “fortunate parishes” 
swiftly doubled. 


Or have you heard of 
Thomas Sharples? Thirty years 
ago he left £78,000 to cndow 
pensions for anyone namod 
Sharples or Hesmondhalgh who 
cared to claim them. Relatives 
contested the wil in vain—and 
scores of strangers have benciit- 
ed, 4 


These are just two twists In 
an astonishing, Fl Dorado of 
wealth right at John Bull's 
doorstep, «© Nearly sixty years 
have passed since the last public 
inquiry into the uses of old-time 
trust and charity funds. A vast 
accumulation of hand cash tied 
up by the hands of men Jong 
dead, could be put fo more use- 
ful purposes today.

Back in 1491 a rich landowner 
loft five shillings .a year to 
churchpoing folk for an annual 
“love-feast," expressing the 
hope that those who had 
quarrelled during the year might 
thus be brought forgivingly to- 
gether, When the Charity 
Commissionors Investigated the 
affair, they discovered that the 
love-feast endowment ~ had in- 
creased enormously, and had be- 
-come an annual banquet on the 
river for cight  cigar-smoking 
stockbrokers. 

In the same parish in 1585 a 
philanthrople merchant Ieft. a 
fund to pay about £1 yearly 
for “the maintenance of some 
virtuouy and «well-<disposed 
scholar” at Oxford. After 350 
years the fund had snowballed 
by 3,000 percent to a revenue of 
£30. Yet investigators dis- 
covored that the church wardens

Few people are aware of the 
high cost of British tradition. 
The..Minister of Education has 
the power to order an inquiry 
into the usage of funds of over 
30,000 specifically educational 
charities, Old-time  traditlons, 
however, are also maintained 
by a further 56,000 national 
charities, Nominally watched 
over by the Charity Commission, 
the monies at thelr disposal are 
Ienown to represent an aggregate 
at £ 110,000,000. Another 
£20,000,000 of frustrated money 
hangs fire in dormant banc 
balances or in the funds of the 
Court of Chancery, paid in by 
trusts und other agencies unable 
to fulfil the original wishes of 


the donors. 


Even amid the housipg short- 
uge, no tenant could pécently be 
found for a rent-free house near 
Langport, Somerset, though the 
gift includes half-a-ton of coal 
yearly, two shillings a week 
pocket-money and free grocerics. 
To qualify, the tenant must be 
a “poor and needy” Langport 
man aged not less than fifty. In 
these days of lucrative full em- 
ployment such a being ‘seems to 
be non-existent. At  Ufton 
Nervei, near Reading, four- 
pound loaves are given {ree 
under an ancient bequest. 
Hungry recipients once travelled 
miles to join the village bread 
line.

Many of these charities, now 
centuries old, are fettered by 
rules perverse as they are 
archaic. Life could be pleasant 
for the ten old ladies of Castle 
Rising, but in return for free 
housing they still have to wear 
the Jacoboan costume of red 
cloak, thick petticoats and high~- 
peaked hat designed by the Earl 
of Northampton in 1614. Old

So far there has been one 
overriding scientific objection 
to the theory.

“Love of Liberty Brought 
Us Here”, says the national 
motto of Liberia, “And 
lack of cash keeps us here”, 
echo the wags. 


Wedged on the rump of Africa, 
this fantastic land generally es- 
capes world attentlon. ‘Back in 
the days when the abolition of 
slavery occupied men’s minds, 
aon American yarson settled 
40,000 square miles of territory 
with the aid of a $500,000 loan.

Big Reform 


Or mnybe the two houses of 
legislature are assembling. 
Frock-coated senators and of- 
ficials kick through the dust .and 
excitement runs high, Liberia 
is proud of its {ree elections, In 
one region, so the opposition 
claims, the ‘Truc Whig’ govern- 
ment got into power again with 
243,000 votes though there are 
only .15,000 qualified voters! 

Fortunately, Liberia has a big 
reform’ programme—copled in 
part from -British achievements 
in Nigerla—and signs are thot 
the natlve politicians are at last 
shunning graft and taking thelr 


responsibilities serlously, The 
first settlers cleared space in the 
jungle, planted small farms and 
pacified the hostile tribesmen. 
In the main plaza of Monrovia 
to this day there's a statuo of 
Matilda Northcott, a negress who

‘Allies built ‘the first decp-water 
port, on alr base ond access 
roads and the goods of western 
civilisation bogan to pour in.

of the sure signs of the cx- 
pert bridge player. The quality 
may be seen in action in this 
hand, taken from a recent na- 
tlonal champlonship. 


West opened the queen of 
clubs, and East won with ths 
ace. The average player would 
have returned a club or u 
trump, thus leading up to 
dummy's wenkness. When this 
hand was played, however, 
East was John Crawford, and 
John is far from Just an 
average player. He thought for 
about two scconds and then 
produced the killing return. - 


It wos clear ‘ to” Crawford 
that hig side could: win. only 
one club trick. His partner's 
lead of the queen of clubs in- 
dicated that South held = the 
king. Even {f South had more 
low clubs, he ‘could trump 
them In dummy. 


The diamonds in the dummy 
made it equally clear that the 
defence could win only one 
high card In that suit. Twu 
additional tricks were needed 
to defeat the contract. 


South had bid the hand 
fairly strongly even though his 
only high card in the two 
minor sults was the king of 
clubs, Hence he was bound to 
be quite strong in the major 
sults. It was therefore hope- 
less to count on West for more

than one’ trick in either hearts 
or spades, 


By ‘this time Crawford had 
reached the conclusion. (in far 
Jess time than it took to ex- 
plain) that the defence could 
win only three tricks at most 
in high cards. Their 
chance was to get a 
trick, and the only logical suit 
was "dlamonds. 


The question was,.. did West 
have a singleton or a double- 
ton in diamonds? The chances 
were that West' would have led 
diamonds if ‘he had held a 
singleton. Grawtond therefore 
decided to play him for a 
doubleton. Upon reaching this 
decision, he led back a low 
diamond. 

This ‘return killed the con. 
tract. Declarer Won In dummy 
and took the trump finesse, (it (It 
would have done. him no good 
to make any other play.) West 
won with the king of spades 
and returned his remaining 
diamond. Crawford now took 
the ace’ of diamonds and re- 
turned his last diamond, 
enabling his partner to ruff.
